Previous to leaving for Montreal 
the retiring Premier bade good-bye to 
all the clerks of his department, and also 
expressed his acknowledgments to the 
correspondents of the Conservative 
newspapers. Sir Charles Tupper in- 
formed nie that he hojies to be able to 
take up residence in his new house 
in this city in live or six weeks.. 
Until such time, however, as Lady 
Tupper returns to Ottawa he will make 
his home with his son, Sir Charles Hib- > 
bert Tupper, who will retain his resi- 
dence here until the close of the coming 
session. The latter has not yet decided 
njion his movements. Some weeks ago 
it was announced that be would join the 
legal tirni of Borden, Kitcbie A; Parker, 
of Halifax, but the partnership has not 
been consummated, and there is a possi- 
bility of Sir Charles Ilibbert joining a 
legal firm either in Ottawa or Toronto. 
The late Solicitor-General likes Toronto, 
and be and his family would doubtless 
receive a cordial welcome if the ex-min- 
ister decided to locate there. 

There seems to lie notiuestion regard- 
ing the leadership of the opposition in 
federal politics. Sir Charles Tupper has 
received assurances of loyal and hearty 
support from Conservatives in all parts 
of the Dominion, and unquestionabiv he 
will be the unanimous choice of the 
party when tho time comes for them to 
Select their leader. 

To-day everybotly is talking of the re- 
cent strained rehi^ions between Lord 
Aberdeen and his advisers. It is 
currently, reported to-night that His 
Excellency bases his action in re- 
fusing to assent to all the proposed 
appointments on a precedent allorded l)y 
New South Wales. In ISiM in that 
colony the government of Sir George 
Dibba was defeated at the general elec- 
tions: Sir George endeavored to make 
a|>pi)intnient8 to the upper house of the 
colony, but the Governor, Sir Robert 
Dufl',' refused to sanction them. Sir 
George Dibbs then forwarded a remon- 
strance to the Colonial Ofiice against the 
action of the Governor, The Marquis of 
Ripon, the colonial secretary at the 
time, upheld the course of Sir Robert 
Dulb It is not unlikely the question 
will be the subject of parliamentary dis- 
cussion at the coming session. 

Lying statements appeared in the 
Toronto livening Globe, the Ottawa Free 
Press and Le Cultivateur, of (iuebec, 
yesterday, that Chamberlain was med- 
dling in Canadian polities, by insisting 
that Aberdeen should sanction the pro- 
posed appointments. This has met with 
pronijit refutation, ,ind tliough evidently 
there was a conspiracy to influence His 
Excellency the conspirators have over- 
reached themselves. To-night the Gov- 
ernor-General received a cablegram frona 
Chamberlain asking him to cause an 
emphatic contradiction to be made to 
tho Globe's statement, and His Excel- 
lency asks me to give the widest pub- 
licity to this contradiction. 

Touo.\TO, July 9. — The Mail-Kmpire's 
Ottawa special sitys : " The first act of 
the new government wdll be to iiostjiono 
the session of parliament called for July 
Hi. There is a great deal ol mystery on 
the subject of appointments. It is cus- 
tomary for ministers retiring to provide 
for their private secretaries, but whether 
their api^ointments made since June 23 
will receive vice-regal sanction remains 
to be seen." 

The Mail-Empire says editorially, dis- 
cussing the difVercnci's lietween the Gov- 
ernor-General and Sir Charles Tapper 
over apiioiiitiiK'ii ts, that "a suj!;L'esti ve 
feature of the ca^^c is the wild anti-I>rit- 
ish demoiiHtrations of Israel Ttirte, the 
Iirospective minister of railways. Israel 
Tarte, hearing that the subject under 
eonsideriition bad been referred to the 
Colonial Secretary for judgment, became 
alarmed lest by the decision of tlie Brit- 
ish statesman he and his friends should 
be deprived of some fragment of their 
prey. Ho therefore wants tei know 
through his paper whether Mr. Chamber- 
lain, a British minister, is to have a voice 
i n m attersaffecting thegovernment of this 
country. Whether or not there has 
been a reference to Mr. Chamberlain for 
advice it is impossible to say, but it is 
clear that there might be such a refer- 
ence with perfect ])ro))riety. Tarte, in 
entering a [irotest against British inter- 
vention — an intervention which amounts 
to interpretation — is, seeing that ho is 
not yet installed, rather in a hurry. W^e 
are, he should know, governed by the 
British coiistitntiomil system, a system 
which imposes on the ruler the neces- 
sity of seeing that there is not added to 
the Hat of privy councillors the name of 
any man whose record is bad."

Irving, trafli'o manager, the 
affairs of the company. President Munn 
ia more than pleased with the prospects 
for his road, and says be becomes more 
infatuated with Kootenay each time he 
visits it. 

Saiica is situated on the east shore of 
Kootenay lake, about eighteen miles 
south of Pilot bay. This point is the 
headquarters for the Montana coni|)any, 
who have extensive mining iirojiertius 
in the White Grouse district, about six- 
teen miles west, and at an elevation of 
about 4,000 feet above Kootenay lake.

This is on Liookout 
mountain, about two miles from Trail 
and handy to the tramway. It is owned 
by Trail people and will be worked ex- 
tensively. 

The owners of the .loker have exposed 
an iron cropping 27 feet wide, and 
several places ore crops out on the sur- 
face that assays well. The claim lies a 
mile above Trail and all wdio have seen 
it are unanimous in saying that it r 
sombh's a quarrv more than it does - 
mine. The leatf can be traced for quite 
a distance. 

The strike that was made in the Sou- 
vereign, bonded to General Warren, ot 
Butte, is highly satisfactory, being be- 
tween three and four feet of white 
arsenic iron ore with pretty walls dip- 
ping into the mountain. The shaft is 
down a sufficient depth to sliow that the 
vein ia widening gradually. This was 
bonded to the general bv Trail i)artieB 
for .*a5,000. 

Cliainjiion, Bear and Murphy creeks 
are attracting considerable attention. A 
trail is being cut into the head waters of 
Champion that will be of great assist- 
ance to prospectors. At jireseiit hun- 
dreds are going into the comitry, many 
Btopi)iiig at \Vaterloo landing, fifteen 
miles above trail, and tramping across. 
At Waterloo numerous good strikes have 
been made, and at present there are two 
groups that are under bond to English 
capital. Another month will make great 
changes in that section, as the Nakusp 
leaves many passengers every trip down. 
It is thought to be the coming camp of 
this section.

Importation of Pauper Labor De- 
nouneel— White, of California, 
Permanent Chairman— A Bolt. 



Chicago, July 9. — Tlie following are 
additional clauaea of the platform which 
■were adopted at the Democratic conveu- 
tion yesterdiiy : 

" We arc opposed to tlio policy niid 
practice of Burreiiderin^; to thu lioldorsof 
obligations of the United States an oj)- 
tion reserved by law to the government, 
of redeeming such obligations eitlier in 
Bilver or gold coin. 

" We are opposed to issaing interest- 
hearing bonds of the United States in a 
time of peace and condemn the traffiolc- 
ing with banking syndicates which, in 
the cxchariee for bonds and at an enor- 
mous profit to tliernselvcH, supply tliii 
federal treasury with ,i;ol<l to maintain 
the policy of gold mono-metallisni. 
Congress alone has the power to coin 
and issue money anil I'reaident Jackson 
has declared tins power eonld not 
bo delegated to corporations or indi- 
viduals. 

" We tliereforn demand that the jjowor 
to iasne notes which circulate as money 
be taken from national banks, that all 
paper money be issued directly by the 
treasury department, and be redeemable 
in coin receivable for all debts, private 
and public. 

" We hold that tarifT duties should 
be levied for the purpose of revenue, 
taxation bo limited by the needs of 
government, honestly and economically 
adminiatiired. 

" We denounce as disturbing to busi- 
ness the Republican threat to restore the 
McKinley law, which has been twice 
condemned by the people in national 
elections, which was enactetl under a 
false plea of protection to homo indus- 
try, proved a i)rolific breeder of trusts 
and monopolies, anil enriched the few 
at the expense of the many, restricted 
trade and deprived the producers 
of the great American staples of access 
to their natural markets. Until the 
money question is settled, we are op- 
posed to any agitation for further changes 
in our tariir laws, except such as are 
necessary to meet the deficit in the rev- 
enue caused by the adverse decision of 
the supreme court on the income tax. 

"There would have been no deficit in 
Federal revenue during the last two 
years but for the annulment by the su- 
premo court ot the income tax law- 
placed upon the statute books by a Dem- 
ocratic congress. The obstruction to an 
income tax which the supremo court dis- 
covered in the constitution after it had 
laid hidden for a hundred years must be 
removed, to the end that accumulated 
wealth may be made to bear its just 
share of the burden of the government. 
We therefore favor an ameniimeiit to the 
Federal constitution tb-.i will permit the 
lew of an income lax. 

We hold that the eflicient way of 
protectiuK American labor ia to )>revent 
the importation nf foreign paapr-r liibor 
to compete with it in the home market, 
and that the value of the lioine market 
to our American farmers and artisans is 
greatly reduced by a vicious monetary 
system which depresses the prices of 
their products below the cost of [trodnc- 
tion and thus deprives them of the 
means of satisfying their needp. 

" We denounce the prolligate waste of 
the money wrung fro'n the pfople hy op- 
pressive taxation and the lavish ajijiro- 
priations of recent Ifepublican cot)- 
gresees, which have ke|)L taxeshigh while 
the labor that pays them ia unem|)loyed 
and i)roducts of the peojjle are dejireased 
in price until they no longer pay the 
cost of production. We demand a re- 
turn to that simplicity and economy 
which best befits a Democratic govern- 
ment and a reduction in the number of 
useless oRices, the salaries of which 
drain the substance of the people. 

" Helievinir in the justice of our cause 
and the necessity of its success at the 
polls, we subniil the foregoing declara- 
tion of princi pies and purposes to the 
considerate judgment of tlie American 
people. We invite lb<^ siipjiort of all 
citizens who approve them and who de- 
sire to have them madeeti'ective through 
legislation for the relief of the people 
and the restoration of the country's pros- j 
perity." 

The committee on permanent organi- 1 
zation met immediately after the con- i 
vention. General K. B. IMngley, of j 
Ohio, was made chairman, and J. U.l 
Brown, of Georeia, secretary. A recess | 
WHS taken then and all the silver men | 
retired and held a caucus, at which thp 
permanent organization was fully agreed 
u|)on. The committee then adjourned 
until S o'clock, when it re-convened at 
the Sherman honse. 

In the evening the silver slate went 
through as follows: I'ernuineut chair- 
man, Ste()lien M. White, of California; 
6ergoant-at-armB,,riihn .Martin, Missouri ; 
secretary, Thomas .T. Cogaii, of Cincin- 
nati ; assistant secretary, Louis I). 
Hereheimer, of Chicago, readi iig clerl;, 
E. H. Wiide, of TennessiMj; assistant 
reading clerks, N. K. Walker of Florida. 
Gbarles Nickell of Oregon, Jefferson 
Pollard ot Missouri, and iLincoln Dixon 
of Indiana. 

The name of Senator Hill, of New 
York, was presented by the gold men 
for permanent chairman, and he receiv- 
ed votes to 33 for Senator Whito. The 
remainder of the organization as pre- 
sented by the silver people went through 
by acclamation, the gold men making no 
noinituitions. Judge Prentiss, of Illi- 
nois, was the chairman of the silver cau- 
CUB. H. S. Jordan was named as chair- 
man of the committee to notify Senator 
White. 

Bolt was the slogan of 150 Democrats 
at a meeting of gold standard men. Not 
a bolt from the convention — that was 
decided against— but a bolt from the 
ticket and platform that the convention 
makes. Every suggestion was, received 
with applause. Every contrary sugges- 
tion was received in silence. 

This is the significant resolution sug- 
gested by John P. Irish, of California, 
and adopted unanimously : " That each 
sound money delegation select a mem- 
ber to return to his state and uet the 
views of his party on the matter, and re- 
jiorl back to the chairman (Senator 
Gray) in JulVi if possible."

I'^lower and William C. Whitney, with 
the aid of Col. Fellows, held up Is'uw 
Vork's end. Tlie meeting was the most 
protracted of the convention, lasting nn- 
lil after midnight, and, though behind 
closed doors, its enthusiastic nature was 
easily discernible by the applause that 
floated out. 

Senator Cray, of Delaware, presided 
over the meeting when it began, but, 
having to leave to attend the meeting of 
the committee on ri'solutions, be diil 
not return, and ex-Covernor Flower 
took the chair, John V. Irish, of Cali- 
fornia, was the first speaker, and ho was 
followed by General Bragg, William C, 
Whitney, Frederick E. Coudert, Frank- 
lin McVeagh and several other?. 

General Bragu was in lavor ot a bolt 
from the plalfnrm and ticket if the 
plana announcen by the silver men were 
can-ied out. He did not believe that the 
convention displayed a Democratic spir- 
it, and he was therefore of the opinion 
that good Democrats could with honor 
and credit denounce their work. 

I<>ankliu .Mc\'eagh, of Illinois, and 
Delegate-at-large Coudert, of New York, 
were of the same mind, although the 
latter was careful m expression, while 
McVeagh spoke of even leaving the con- 
vention. 

Ex-Governor Russell, of Massachu- 
setts, agreed to the adoption of the reso- 
lution, but would not commit himself. 

tieneral Bragg, who spoke very broad- 
ly, said he would not support the ticket, 
lie was for a new ticket. 

Onthwaite and Holder, of Ohio, were 
in favor of the resolution, saying Ohio 
would go away 20,000 from the usual 
Democratic vote. 

.r. J. Dwyer, of the California delega- 
tion, is to appear before the resolutions 
committee to-day and call attention to 
the fact that the platform as agreed upon 
contains no mention of the .\.P..\. Mr. 
Dwyer says lu'nvlv all the Democratic 
state conventions pa!:=ed resolutions con- 
demning the A. P. A., and lie thinks the 
omission in the national platform is an 
inadvertence that will be corrected. The 
Georgia A. P. A. plank, which condemns 
the organization as un-American and 
anti-American in policy and princi))le, 
will be urged for adoption, ^lr. Dwyer 
says if the committee declines to act, a 
i-csolution will be ofTered on the door of 
the convention. 

Nuw York, July 9. — The following 
telegram was sent from this city in an- 
swer to a communication received Wed- 
iiosdav mornincr : 

" July S.—To~ Judge Ib.'nry M. Gold- 
fogle, of the Xew Vurk state delegation. 
Auditorium hotel, Chicago: We recog- 
nize here that silver controls the con- 
vention. l'"eeling is changing in this 
city. Gold fever dying desperately, but 
surely. Silver becoming popular. I'rosi- 
(lential fight is even. It ajjTears that 
the Democracy will sweep the country. 
McKinley's chameleon-like financial 
record will kill him. Be governed by 
the majority. Stick. Stand by the 
jiarty. The nation's confidence in sil- 
ver will force success to folhiw it as a 
safe metal. Mai uk'i-: B. Bi.iMi:NrnAL." 

London, July H — The Times this morn- 
ing comments eilitorially upon the Chi- 
cago convention as follows : " It is al- 
ways well to know the worst, and Kng- 
land certainly must feel gratified for the 
extreme frankness of the majority in 
control of the convention. We take note 
of the fact that one of the historic Amer- 
ican parties is fairly captured hy men 
who glory in dishonest acts and avow 
desire to repudiate national and private 
debts." Proceeding to deal with the 
question nf the weakness of the gold 
standard faction of the Democrats and 
the strenirth of the silverites, the Times 
continues: " From a Knropean point of 
view the whole siliiatinn is deplorable. 
With the fundamental principles of 
sound (iuiiuce and fair dealings thus 
powerfully assailed, it is ilillicult; to look 
forward with conlidenci; to any speeily 
revival of American credit in tho old 
WM-ld." 

The Standard also has an editorial on 
tho Democratic convention. This news- 
paper says: " The leading silverites are 
playing upon thi; ignorances, prejudices 
and cupidity of t.l"^ delegates so success- 
fully that, ttie hiiiiijst money Democrats 
are utterly powerless. The platform is 
one dictatiid by greed and envy." 

The editorial in the Daily News on the 
same subject says : "The platform ap- 
peals avowedly to sdmic of the least 
creditable feelings of the peo|)le. But it 
is satisfactory to note tliat an active 
canijiaign is in iirocrese exposing the 
(lant-'ers and discredit atlachintr to a 
ilelilwrule choice of a depreciated cur- 
rency. "

THE PILE BRIDGE. 

We suppose tlmt there is no hope of 
prevailing upon the City Council to re' 
consider its determination to throw 
away between live and sixtlionaand dol 
lars of this year's revenue in the con 
Btruction of a temporary bridt;e at roiiit 
Ellice. The cxpojuliture is wholly tin- 
necesaary, for if tlie Corporation \n\ 
availed itself of Mr. James Dunsnuiir'a 
consent to use the railway bridge for the 
])urpo8e of vehicular traffic, the city 
would have the temporary accommoda- 
tion it 80 greutb' nceclH at once, and the 
citizens ami tlic city govonuiu'iit would 
have :niii)le tiino to coiisiilcr where the' 
nt;w britli,'i' should bo built and what 
kind of structure it ought to l)e. 

Men of experience and iutelli));ence 
say there is no reason in the world why 
the railway briilije should not be used 
until a permanent bri(Ij;e suited to tlie 
|)reseiU anil future requireuients of the 
eity is eonstnicted. Thcii' wmiUi bi' no 
danger in using the railway bridge, and 
very little inconvenience. The number 
of traiuB that cross it in n day is few, 
and the time of their crossing is known 
to everyone. Neither pedestrians nor 
farria<;es need to any considerable 
extent be inconveiiienued, and 
none endangered, by the shunting. 
So (ireat is tlie accommodation that the 
Uho of the railway bridge can afford the 
citizens, and that imniedintely, that it i 
most surprising that the Corporation did 
not begin to use it the day after Mr. 
Dunsmuir's coiiseiit liad been obtained. 
The expense that it would bo neceasary 
to incur tn \n\l the bridj^e in ordei' tor 
tlie use of Llie public and to keep it in 
j,'ood order would have been compara- 
tiv ely trilling and the benefit to the citi- 
zens would have been very i;reat. As it 
is, the citizens have b^en put to great 
inconvenience and have had to sustain a 
loB3 that has not been inconsid- 
erable for want of the acconi- 
modatioii that the railway bridj.'e 
would have aflbnlucl, and it is uncertain 
how inncb lnn<ier they will have to wait 
for the '■ pile bridge," which, when it is 
liiiiahed, will be very far from being an 
ornament to the city, and which it is 
safe to say will almost from the day of 
its completion be ;i bill of expense to the 
(yorijonition. It, isi well known tliat 
makeshifts when they can be avoided 
are very exjiensive, and this inukeshifl 
bridge is wiioliy unnecessary. 

Besides, it is well known that the City 
Council cannot nflbrd to build even a 
slif^lit bridL'C across the Arm at Point 
l-Cllice, out of current revenue. lOvery 
dollar tliat the city collectors can 
rake, and scrape togetlier ii 
needeil for the regular civic ser' 
vices, and to jiay the interest or 
the city's debt. It would require a grca t 
deal more than the Council can appro 
priate to keep the city even in decent 
order and to ^■i' the citizens the com- 
forts and the conveniences that they 
ont;ht to have fur the taxes they pay 
witliotit tlirowing ao considerable a amn 
away on a ramshackle bridge that will 
be an eyesore and a nuisance as long as 
it stands. When it ia considered that 
the expenditure is altogether unne 
sary, that the temporai-y accommoda- 
tion which the city needs at once c 
had for at most oiie-dftli the sum that 
has lieeti appropriated to build the "pile 
bridge," we wonder at the patience of 
the citizens who are obliged, altogether 
unnecessarily, to bear serious loss and 
are put to threat inconvenience to gratify 
the caprice of a few wrong-headed and 
prejudiced city councillors. 

THE OPPOSITION. 

The Conservatives are now in Opposi 
tioi5. They are in an exdidlent pn-uitidii 
to do effective work. Their leader is a 
man of great iihility, energetic and 
Hiuireeful. The work ho did in the late 
election camjiaign showB what he 
capable of, and tiie duties of Leader of 
the Opposition will bo mere playcom- 
jiared with the labor which he then per 
formed. Tt will be found that Sir Charles 
Tapper as Leader of the Opposition will 
bo truly formidable. 1 le has as his eo 
laborers a number of able men who will 
keep the Government up to the mark 
and who will quickly detect and expose 
the defects of their policy. In the coun- 
try the Conservatives are in good heart 
anil full of fight. They see now that 
they have been beiiten by a fluke, that 
their opponents liave not been able to 
show that the Conservative policy has 
been defective. They will, no doubt, 
strengthen their party organizations, eo 
that they will be able to act vigorously 
and unitedly whenever occasion requires.

The Conservatives, who on Wednes- 
day, after eighteen years of oflice, laid 
down the reins of i)ower, have a great 
dieal to be proud of and very little to 
bluah for.

They leave the country 
richer, more prosperous, and in a far 
better position to piolit by its many and 
trreat adviintages than they found it. 
In fa.ct, in IS7S, when Sir John Macdon- 
ald took the direction of the ali'airs of 
the Dominion, many of those advantages 
were unknown. It was his policy that 
developetl the resources of the 
Dominion, and that showed, even 
to Canailians theniselvea, the im- 
mense capabilities of their connti-y. 
British Columbians who are old enough 
to remember the condition not only of 
thi^ province but of the whole of Can-'" 
ada in 1878, cannot but wonder at the 
great and beneficial ohangea that have 
been brought about chielly through the 
instrumentality of the Conservative 
Government. If anyone had then i)re- 
dicled that before the Conservatives 
went out of power Victoria would 
have daily communication with Eaatern 
Canada; that it would be brought with- 
in twelve days of Liverpool ; that there 
would be linesof magnificentsteamships 
running between British Columbia and 
China and Japan and between Victoria 
and Australia, and that a Pacilic cable 
between the Island of Vimcouver and 
the islands of Australasia would be well 
on the wav of becoming an accompliahed 
fact, he would have been regarded as a 
wild enthusiast or as an amiable lunatic.

What they 
were in 1878, they are to-day, and it is 
too much to hope tliat their regime will 
be enterprising and energe^c. The

THE SILVER PROBLEM, 

A good many would like to know why 
the value of gold us compared wittisilver 
is ]>laced at the ratio of 16 to 1. Is there 
sixteen ounces of silver taken out of the 
mine.^ to one of gold, or can one ounce of 
gold in the markets of the world buy 
only sixteen ounces of silver? It is ditli- 
cult to tell exactly tlie relative quanti- 
ties of the two metals mined in a given 
year. In 189-1 it waa calculated that the 
world's production of silver was IGG.fiOI,- 
i)i)5 ounces and that of gold was 8,706,83t> 
inces; that is, the product waa under 
20 ounces of silver to 1 of gold, 
hut the market value was IfJ.fjH 
to 1. 'I'hiH ia very different in- 
deed friHii the standard proposed by 
th(! free silver men of the fnitcil States. 
Before, then, their standard could be 
arrived, at gold would have to depreci- 
ate 50 per cent., or silver appreciate 
over one hundred per cent. Wow any 
government could hrint' about either 
result is a mystery to a ^.'ii'at many men. 
A halt an ounce of gold is now worth a 
little niore than sixteen ounces of silver. 
For the gold to be doubled while the 
silver remains as it is, and at the same 
time this ratio between the metals kept 
ui>, is a mathematical iinpoasibility. 
Yet tliis is the miraido which the silver 
men of the United States propose to 
work.

BOER AND DITLANDER. 

Cause of the Recent Trouble In South Afri- 
ca -The Struggle for buifrage. 

The struggle between tho Boers and 
the strangers, which has practically be- 
come a struggle between tin; hhiglish 
and the Dutch elemenlH, now centres in 
tho (b-manii of the strangers to be ad- 
mitted to the electoral francliiso. For- 
merly electoral rights were readily ac- 
quirable by an immigrant in the Trans- 
vaal, as they are to-day ill the Orange; 
Free; State. In 1881 a residence of two 
years gave the vote. lUit when Presi- 
dent l'v:ue!:er jierceived that the inllnx 
of strangers would alter the character of 
the electf>rate, and ultimately transfer 
the ba lance ol power to Knglish-speak- 
ing citizens, he persuaded the assembly 
toe.xtend tlie period of residence required 
for citizenship first to five, and then to 
lifteen years, and thus practically to ex- 
clude the whole of the new population 
which has come in since 1885. Thus 
electoral rights are now confined to less 
than twenty-live thousand citizens, 
wbili! proliably doubhi that luimher of 
persons, of voting age and sex, are liv- 
ing within the reimbliir debarred from 
those rights. 

It is casv to understand Mr. Krueger's 
position. "These newcomers,'' be ar- 
txiies, " are in all esseiilials strangers to 
our polity. They do not belong to our 
Dutch Keiornied churches; they do not 
like our customs ; they do not speak our 
tongue. They would use their votes, if 
vottis. were given them, to turn out the 
present otHcials and legislalor.s, and 
would end by making the country Kng- 
lish, like Cape Colony or Natal. It was 
not for such a fate tliat we quitted the 
homes of our fathers to go out into the 
wiklerness and overcome the Zulus sixty 
veins ago; and against such a fate we 
will struggle to the end." 

On tlie other hand, the Htrangera com- 
plain tliat, thouL'li they form a large 
majority of tlie population, own half the 
land in the re|)ublic, and pay more than 
1)11 jier cent. of the taxes, they are denied 
a share in the government of the coun- 
try and in the application of its reve- 
nues, and are obliged to submit to ex- 
cessive and unfair imposts, voted by a 
legislature, some of whose members are 
gravely suspected of corruption, and ad- 
minisleied by oflicials, many of whom 
are far from trustworthy. These were 
1 be motives which proniiite(l the criMi- 
Lion three years ago of lui oiua mzal ion 
to obtain jjolitical reloriiis, and which 
led to the rising ol the strani,'er popula- 
tion, or rather of tlie bulk of the Ihig- 
Iksb-speaking portion of it, at .loliannes- 
l)urg in I leceinlier last — arising the de- 
idared aim of whicli was not the over- 
tlirow of the Transvaal Kejjuiilic, but to 
compel the lioer assembly to extend the 
suffrage to the new-comers. 

The ellect of that abortive rising, and 
of the expedition of the BrltisR South 
.Urica Company's men, who came to 
ludp it, but were surrounded and forced 
to surrender by the Boer forces, has so 
far been unfavorahle to tlie demands of 
the strangers, rrosideiit Krueger's ludd 
on his citizens had been jireviously 
shaken by their dislike to the ollicials 
ho bad brought from IJolland. The ris- 
ing, however, evoked all the patriotism 
of the i>o(M-s, and made, the rresideiit, 
who Kuccessfiilly withstood it, more 
popular than evi-r. .\t the sam<! time it 
stirred the feelings of the Dutch in the 
Orange Free State and even in Cape 
Colony. Seeing theirown kinsfolk threat- 
ened by an eicpedition which had started 
from British soil, they forgot for the 
moment their own commercial griev- 
ances against the Transvaal government 
(which had built up a wall o! tariffs 
against themb and gave all their sym- 
jiathy to the threatened republic. As 
tlie l!riti,sli lloiiie government had not 
only disavowed, hut bad even tried to 
stop the expeiliiion on its way, no re- 
sentiiicnt has been felt by the Cape 
Dutch against liritain. 

But the movement towards a jiolitical 
liision of Dutch and English in the colony 
lias received a check, and tlio tendency 
of tiie Orange Free State towards a 
(doser union with its sister republic 
has been strengthened. Meanwhile, tho 
griovane(!s of the new population in the 
Transvaal have not been removed, and 
as the influx of strangers to llie A^itwa- 
tersrand mines will doubtlesfl'cotitijiu'^j'it 
in dear that something niuKt.bo.done'to 
give a more or leas complete satisfaction 
lo their claims, and to prevent a recur- 
rence of the troubles of last December 
ajconu; land January.

Harder Than Talking is BiJ- 
fore Him. 

iVIoNTiti:.\i,, .July !!.— (Spetial) — Vice- 
Admiral .Tames Isrskine, aecouipauicil 
Ijy a nuiniier nl ollicur." of H..M.S. In- 
trepid and Tartar now in port, visiteil 
the city liall and weru received l)y the 
Mayor and aldermen and a number of 
citizens, ineludinj; Premier Laurier, Mr. 
Tarte, Major Sutherland, Uol. Tucliei- 
and Col. Domville, members-elect of the 
Gommons. Admiral Erakine tookoccasion 
to congratulate Mr. Laurier upon his ac- 
cession to the premiership. Mr. Lau- 
rier said he appreciated to-day, in tlie 
presence of the armed forcoH of liie etn- 
])iro and in'ciipyini,' t.h(> po.sition lie did — 
having Ijeen called a few niinutcK previ- 
ously by the (.ioveriior-(.ionei-ul to aH.suiiK; 
])Ositi()n of the lir.st citizen of the l)o- 
minion — he appreciated more than ever 
tlio responsibility of citi/.eiii-bip. Ho 
realized more than ever what bad been 
done by the Htrength aud Hitruilieanec 
of the order given Ijy JCunland's great 
admiral on the d.iy of tlio battle of Tra- 
falg'ir, "England e.Kpects every man to 
do his duty." He would liu hie best to 
do bis duty, not only by Canada, but l)y 
the empire. Kngland did not require 
help from anybody, but if ever the occa- 
aion Bhoald arise when Britain would be 
summoned to stand against the whole 
world in arm.s, slie could iliipeud ujion 
the loyal support of tlie Canadian jieo- 
ple. the Canadian people were freuand 
loyal — loyal becauHC they were free. 

CUIU'S I*JSITION. 



The Premier Declares Slie Does Not Pos- 
KesB the Elements Neces.snry to 
Independence. 

Maduid, July 9. — The chamber of de- 
puties on Tuesday evening . defeated a 
Oarliat amendment to the address in 
reply to ttie speecli from the throne, to 
the effect that Spain ought to join the 
Franco-Russian alliance in conformity 
with the exigencies of her colonial and 
Mediterranean interests and in order to 
leaist "the oerfldy of the United .States." 
nieplying to a criticism of the Ciibun 
policy of the governnient, the premier 
cleclared tliat Cuba did not possi'ss llu' 
oleiiionta necessary for indciieiiderice 
iiiid that by sejjarating herself from 
Spain she would only become " the prey 
of another nation." 



THE MEANING OF IG TO 1. 

Till Depth and Vigor of the Sentiment 
Behind the Free Silver Move- 
ment. 

[From the New York Herald.] 
" What is the meaning of all this talk 

about free coinage and 10 to 1?" 

This (luestion was jiut by a Western 
farmer to the cashier of his Ijank. The 
reply was: " Why, John, it iiieans that 
in this part of llie country there are six 
teen fools tJ uiie man of sense." 

l'"ai ine;a ii>e not the only persons who 
are a.skint: tliis ([uestion. Letters are 
every day I'eceived by the Herald from 
otherwise intelligent men of various ou- 
cujiations requeatinL' a plain e-\[)lanation 
of the phrase " sixteen to one." 

Althoiigli most readers are thoroughly 
familiar with the controversy, it may he 
well to brielly outline the facts for the 
benefit of those who are oidy now awak- 
ening to its iiuportance. The puie silver 
in the big dollar weighs about sixteen 
limes as mneli aa the pure gold in the 
gold dollar. The exact weights ai-e 23.L':! 
^-rains al L't>M aud IJTI.L',") grains of silver. 
1 leiii'e, "si xteeii to one." 

When the mint was founded Hamilton 
and .leHerson agreed that a pound of 
gold was w (irLli in the markets about 
fifteen pounds of silver, and accordingly 
tiie ratio for the coinage at lirst was 
made lifleeii io one. Anybody could 
firing as nincli of eitlier lucta! as fie 
pleased to tlio mints and liave it slainiied 
into coins. Tliis free or iinliiniled coin- 
age of both metals is called bimetallism, 
and the country was said to have a 
double standard of values. The htdliou 
in either dollar was intrinsically wurt f 
aa much before being coinetl as it was 
afterward, but the government's mint 
stamp was a guarantee of the weight 
and hnenesa of the metal, and made it a 
legal tender. 

Sufise lueiitly it was found that fifteen 
pmiiuls of silver were not worth aa much 
as a [Diuid ut y;old, and in order to con- 
form to the relative market value of tlie 
metals eoui:rt'.ss decided tlial the silvei- 
dollar should lliercatter weigli sixteen 
times as niiicli as tlie gold dollar. In 
ing tins congress went to the other 
trenie and put too low an estimate on 
silver. The Kurojiean nations composing 
the Latin I'nion made their coiinige 
ratio lifteen and one-half to one, anil tlie 
owner of silver here would not exchange 
sixteen pounds of it for a jjound of gold, 
because he could obtain the same thing 
in Europe for fifteen and a half pounds 
of his silver. In other words, the qunn 
tity of silver in a dollar was worth more 
than 100 cents. Consequently holders 
of silver bullion ceased to send it lo the 
I'liited States mints, and the silver 
dollars previoti.sly'coi ned were hoarded 

When the mint laws were revised in 
1S73 the provisii^n for llie tieo coinage of 
silver dollars was droppcil. This at 
tracteii little attention al tfie lime, lie- 
cause none of these dollars bad been in 
circulation for a generation ; aud, 
fact, only eight millions of them in all 
had been coined from the foundation of 
the government up to that time. Owing 
to till? discovery of new mines the 
world's production of silver began to 
steadily increase, and the price conse- 
ipiently beuan to decline, and the Euro- 
jiean nations were in self-defence com 
pclled to close their mints against fur- 
ther free coinage of tlie (lt'|)reciated 
metal. While silver was higli the mini 
owner.s cared iiotliiiig about tlie mini, 
hut when it u'ot s,, low lliat a jmund ol 
ijold would liuy Si'venteen uouniis of sil- 
ver in t lie mai ket , tliese gentlemen lic- 
gan to clamor lor a restoration of th 
privilege of selling to the American 
people, throuL'li llie mint, at the old 
ratio of hi to 1. It was then that they 
discovered llial the acl of 187.) was a 
" crime." 

As a con.'ession to tlium, the lilami 
law was passed, under which nearly four 
hundred million silver dollars were 
coined, the treasury, however, buying 
the hiillion for this purpose at its markiil 
value. In IMMI the Sherman law was 
passed, cotnjiolling the treasury to buy 
MO tons of .silver every month ami 
issue notes in ])ayiiH'nl. 'Diis jiro- 
diiccd the iiaiiic of hSl).';, and was then 
repealed. A a result of these laws 
we h.'ive coiiieil or issued nearly six 
hiimlred niillioii silver dollar.s. De- 
spite all these purchases by the treasury 
tfie jirice of silver steadily leil. To-day 
it takes about thirty jiounds of silver lo 
buy a pound of gold, hut the free coinage 
advocates demand that the governnient 
—that is to say, the people — shall take 
sixteen pounds of si Ivor as the equivalent 
of a ]ioinid of gold. When the 371'., 
grains of silver that go to make a big 
dollar were worth more than a hundred 
ci^nta the mine owners sold their pro- 
duct in Europe. Now thatM/l'., grain*^ 
arc worth about [>',l cents they inaist that 
the government shall stamp it into a 
dollar and shall open the mints to all the 
silver in the world at this ratio of "10 
to 1."

The city council had another meeting 
last night, but it was unusually short, 
for an adjournment was reached at half- 
past nine. 

The rates and taxes by-law was recon- 
sidered and finally passed, and the bi- 
cycle Ijy-law was read a third time am 
passed. 

The reports of the City Engineer on 
the James Bay and Rock Bay bridges 

were next taken up. They were as fol- 
lows : 

" 1 have the honor to suhniit the fol 
lowing reiioi-t on Rock Hay bridge: The 
work of renewing the sway bracing am 
making cither reiiairs is nearly complet 
e<l. The iiietfiiid lo bo aiiopted for 
slreiii;t lii'iii ug the ilraws|cin deiieuds on 
whether the draw may lie peniianently 
closed or not. Please ad\ise iiie on this 
point, .\fter the rc|iairs leferreil to are 
completed the bridge will he safe for all 
ordinary Irallic, but 1 would not rcconi- 
meud its use for trauicar traflic unless a 
number of additional stringers are put 
in." 

" With regard to Mr. Bell's report to 
the Consolidated Railway & Light 
t'omi'any relative to using James Bay 
bridge for car tralFic, in which be sug- 
gests certain improvements lobe made 
within say twelve moiitliH, 1 have the 
honor to report that as previously stated 
1 consider the bridge at [ircsent Hale for 
ordinary Irallic and ahso for tram car 
trallic conducied under the conilitions 
sli]iiilaleil, viz., limiteil to a loaded 
of ti'.j tons at a Hpeed not exceeding four 
miles per hour, cars not to ho nearer 
than 200 feel. As it probablv will in 
any event, say within a year, lie no;' 
sary to rejiair the bridge and as making 
the repairs about on the Hiich aa sug 
gesterl by Mr. Bell, would eiial)le the 
company to increase the loaded car 
weight limit, I would recommend that 
repairs approximately as suggested be 
carried out at once on condition that Ihc 
Consolidated Railway Company con- 
Irihute an amoimt which under the cir- 
cuiiislaiices would he a reasonable pro- 
[lorlion of the cost. 'I'lie city lo be held 
absolved Injni any liability for damages 
or loss that might be claimed tiirmigl 
iiiakiiig said repairs, the esliinaled cost 
of which is .f"?.')." 

The rejiort in reference to Rock Bay 
bridge was referred to the streets com- 
mittee anil city engineer to report. 

In regard to the James Hay report it 
was decided on Aid. Glover's suggestion 
that the tramway company be informed 
that the corporation do not feel prepared 
at this time to spend money on the 
James Bay bridge, in view of the city 
emrinecr's report that the bridge is al- 
ready strong enough for ordinary traflic; 
the council, liowever, would not uliject 
to the company fiiruisliing funds for the 
repairs they desired to have made.. 

Then came another report from the 
cily engineer. It read : 

" Willi regard to cleaning out the 
muck at Beaver lake between the coU'ei 
dam and main dam referred to in a com- 
munication lo the couni'il from .Mr. f'.ell 
and myself on tlie lOtb nit., 1 
beg to state that the contractors 
for the water works improvements wish 
to have a definite answer as to whether 
the corporation wishes to purchase or 
hire their |)uniping plant, consisting of 
boiler, pi (ling, hose, etc., as in the event 
oi the I'ity not desiring to purchape 
hire they will immediately takedown 
and ship the iiiaehinerv elsewhere. .As 
ihe greater ptirl of the Work of cleaning 
out the site referred to can lie done niiieli 
more I'couoiiiically by pumping and liy- 
ilraiilieiip.: t hail by an\- ot her nielhud, 1 
eonsiiicr that if reasonable arrant'eiiienls 
can he made for doing the work with the 
machinery at present on the gi'ound. 
that it would be in the interests of the 
city to liave it so done." 

'I'iiere was a short discussion as to 
whether there was any need lo remove 
the dirt or not, Aid. Ulover exiiressing 
llie view that, even if it were done, a 
hydraulic plant was not necessary. 

The contractors will be inforuieil tnat 
llie plant will not be needed for the 
present anyway.

.\ld. < Hover, Wilson and Ilunipbrey 
spoke of the expense to which owner.s of 
empty liouses were put by boys Hiiia.sb- 
ing the windows, and .Md. WilliiiniB 
Ihougbl that a few examples ought 
be made as the only means of Btoijjdng 
the trouble. 

'i'he Chief of Police will be directed lo 
give the desired information. 

Messrs, Chas. Hay ward, W. J. Ihvyer, 
J. L. Crimp, II. Dallas liehncken and 
I'\ 13. Pemberton were rc-appointed on 
the Jidiilee hospital board. The only 
other business transacted was to order 
the usual steps to be taken in regard to 
buddings condemned as unsanitary. 

The consideration of the estimates was 
again postponed at Aid. Mncmillan's re- 
quest and the council adjourned.

Tillman's Great Speeeh in Behalf of 
Free Coinage— A Lively 
Dehate. 



OnicAdo, July 9. — As thedoore oi the 
coliseum in Jackson parlc were thrown 
open this morning the band struck up 

" Maasa's in the cold, cold ground." At 
10:52 Cbaiiman White dropped the 
gavel. At five minutes before eleven 
o'clock Rev. Dr. Creen, of Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, again rose for the sacred 
office. He prayed that the choice of the 
convention might be a man whose work 
would redound to the gloi-y of liis coun- 
try and bis Ciod. Senator White hand 
ed the gavel over to Congressman Rich 
ardson of Tennessee, who announced 
that the committee on resolutions wan 
ready to report, and calleil 
the platform Senator Jones of .\la- 
liania to make the comtnittcii's report. 
The silver ranks raised a cheer wlici 
some of them heard the words, " W'l 
demand the free and unlimited coinat;! 
of both gold and silver, and one entliu 
siasi liemaniled that the passage he re- 
read, which was done, 'i'lie reading of 
tlie iilalfiirm was eoni'linled withoulany 
marked ap|ilaase. Then the I'cport of 
the minority was read by J. II. Wade, 
of Ohio, tlie principal plank of which 
was that pertaining to finance and free 
silver. 

.Senator Ben Tillman, of South Caro- 
lida, o|)ened the ilubalo in behalf of free 
coinage, llo made a most bitter speech, 
attacking the administration of Presi 
dent Cleveland and denouncing the gold 
people of New York as slave drivers. 
He declared that the issue of 
silver vs. gold was a sectional one and 
would prevail. He said : " There is not 
a paper in this city that is not in t hi 
power of money influence. They will 
not give UH a lair show." Heconcluded 
by iilcdging the solid vote of the South 
lo any good straighl silver candidate. 

Senator .Tones, of Arkansas, chairman 
of the resoliUiona committee, said lu 
cmild not allow the charge of Mr. Till- 
man that Ihi.s was a sectional issue to 
jiass iincballenL'ed. The silver men 
who had been plainly depressed by some 
of Mr. Tillman's radical utterances, gave 
this statement an earnest volley of ap 
plause. " I am a Southern man." 
he continued. " I carried a South 
ern musket during the war, but 
I repudiate the suggeation that tliis 
(|ueslion k.niiws any section." Idying 
flags and handkerchiefs and the approv- 
ing roar of I,'), 000 throats answered. 

The convention adjourned until 8 p.m 
after ado[)tiiig the silver idatform 
I''rom ijresent appearances Bryan, of 
Nebraska, will be the nominee; his 
speech this afternoon caused a furore. 

The convention adjourned at 12:.'!0 
a.m. until to-morrow morning at 10 
o'clock without reaching a ballot. 
.\mong the names of candidates |)re- 
sentcd were those of Bland, Bole 
Bryan, Altgelu and Williams, of Massa- 
chusetts,
